REPORT OFJHE SCHOOLS 


Prof. Bray's Monthly Statement to the 


Board of Education 


The following report was made by j 


Prof. J. E. Bray to the board o£ 
education. In this report Prof. Bray 
makes some good recommendations 
that will probably be adopted by the 
board for next school year: 


To the Honorable Board of Educa- 


tion, Gentlemen: I respectfully sub- 
mit my report for th~ school month 
of June, 1903. Later, I shall give a 
detailed report of the work of 
the 


schools for the past year, as required 
by the new course of study. 


Of the 828 pupils ill attendance for 


June, 634 were promoted. 
In some 


grades the promotions were scarcely 
sixty per cent of the enrollment, while 
in others they reached nearly one 
hundred per cent. 


Ihe last graduating- class of the 


high school contained eight students. 
This class has been small in num- 
bers ever since its junior year. 
The 


classes following it are much larger. 
It is no easy task and no slight honor 
to do the work necessary for gradu- 
ation from the Reno High School. 
The school offers a greater variety

Peculiar Case in the 
United States 


Circuit Court at Los Angeles

LOS ANGELES, Cal , June 30.—A 


case involving the liability of an em- 
ployer for injuries received by an em- 
ploye in service, a point of Jaw which
